e HE King of Sweden will be

“Lace. When he mounts,on Horfeback, . 


“ which he. does every day, fometimes 
“ riding feven or eight Horfes one after

“ Idza without having feen it.’ Ihave feen 
“him twice at Supper, which confifts of 
“feven or eight Difhes being all grofs

* He never talks while he is:at Meals, nor 
thofe that fit with him at’Table, who are 
, commonly feven or eight Perfons. He 
z drinks no Wine, is content, with ordinary 
sable Beer , and never. fits above half an

nothing but Straw fpread on the Floor,
